Before breakfast time this morning 


Sheriff Forstmyer, as he lay dosing on hta 
downy couch in the residence pact of the 
county jail, his ears, ever on the alert to 
detect mischief among his unwilling 
guests, heard a grating, sawing sound 
emanating from the east side of the prison 
department. He said nothing, but quiet- 
ly arose and looked thronga the amall 
window opening into the prison, and dis- 
covered the operators at their jail break- 
ing work. He immediately had Joel Rob- 
inson, Mike Rooney and Dan Carroll.who 
occupied cells on the east side of the jail, 
removed to the west side, locked all the 
prisoners in their cells and made an ex- 
amination of the vacated part of the pris- 
on 
There are four windows or ventila- 


tors in the upper part of the jail on each 
aide; each ventilator is about three feet 
long and 12 inches deep, and each has a 
double row of chilled iron bars fastened 
securely at the top and bottom into the 
stone. The south ventilator on the east 
side of -the prison is the one on which the 
prisoners were working. In some manner 
they had secreted an erdinary case knife 
which they had made into a saw, with 
teeth on both sides, and with this instru- 
ment tied to a broom handle, they were 
engaged in sawing off the lower part of 
the iron bars referred to, using soap to 
deaden the rasping sound and expedite 
their work. They had succeeded in saw- 
ing off two of the bars on the outside 
row and had also partially disconnected 
three bars on the inside row. The opera- 
tor stood on the iron landing in front of 
the cells, and by using the broom reached 
over the intervening space, and while one 
or more of the jailbirds were on the 
watch, kept tbe knife-saw going, with the 
result as above given. Had the sheriff 
not discovered the criminals at their work 
o day they would have doubtless flown 
o parts unknown as soon as it became 
dark to-night. Their plan was to saw in 
twain the lower part of the bars and then 
reach over in some ingenious manner and 
by main force tear the bars from their 
places, thus making a hole big enough for 
even the largest man in the gang to 
squeeze through, drop to the ground on 
the outside, a fall of twenty feet, and 
thus escape. How long the prisoners had 
been engaged at their work is unknown, 
but the sheriff states that about two 
weeks ago Louis Schicss gave him a hint 
that something of the kind was contem- 
plated by the inmates, and he has since 
been keeping a close watch on their move- 
ments with the above timely discovery. 


The names of the prisoners in the jug 


on yesterday morning were: C. C. Davis, 
James McGee, Wm. Ward, James Neilus, 
Charles Holmes, Charles Patterson and 
those above named. Ward and Holmes 
were discharged yesterday.and Ward told 
the sheriff of the jail-breaking plan that 
had been concocted. When tbe sheriff 
looked through the window he saw Joel 
Robinson at work sawing away as.silently 
as possible, seeming bent on doing an ar- 
tistic job. 


Davis disclaims all knowledge of the 


scheme, but he is too slick a citizen to be 
believed about such a matter. His little 
game in this direction is up, and be and 
all the other prisoners may as well be- 
come resigned to their fate as the sheriff 
will hold them safely in custody until 
they are lawfully disposed of. 


Workmen from H. Mueller & Co.s 


establishment are to-day engaged in re- 
repairing the damage done ' and making 
everything secure. 


All the prisoners, numbering eight, are 


locked Lin cells on the west side of the 
old jail, and Constable Weitzel was act- 
ing as turnkey this forenoon. 


A TALK WITH DAVIS. 


Before leaving the jail our reporter had 


a short confab with Charles C. Davis, 
found guilty of the murder of Berry 
Johnson, and given U years in the peni- 
tentiary by the jury. He occupies a cell 
with Dan Carroll, a lad in for violating 
the liquor law. Davis was in royal good 
spirits, and as gassy as ever. He had a 
pipe in his hand, and was preparing to 
take a smoke; but, like all prisoners, had 
no tobacco, and asked the outsiders to 
cive him a supply. He still insists that 
he didn't kill Johnson; that the pistol dis- 
played at the trial was not his, and that 
he thinks that Ward ought to have been 
placed on the stand to corroborate his 
testimony. "But it was a game on the 
part of the prosecution," he said, and 
"I'm onto it stiff, you bet!" He declared 
Buckingham to be a "goodone"-a.rip- 
roaring war-horse, and no mistake, bnt 
he ought to have given him ^a chance for 
hia white alley by allowing Ward to go 
on the stand. Davis says his home is at 
Chicago, and that there isn't a town of 
any size in the country where he has not 
been When asked his age, Davis refused 
to give it, saying he was like the young 
ladies-"of the-propcr age to marry - 
and that if the reporter wanted to be ex- 
act about it, to look at his teeth, at the 
same time 
displaying his dwcolored 


molars through the bars. He is about 30 
years ot age, and on account of foot- 
racing and other troubles, his h.ir is 
streaked a little with gray. He expresses 
himself very much dissatisfied with the 
verdict of the jury, and confidently hopes 
to secure a new trial. He thinks he made 
a big mistake in not having the case 
tried in another county, and would have 
made a move in that direction had it not 
been for Ward, who insisted on having 
| the case tried in this county and M rpee- 
dily as possible.

The census enumerators are abroad in 


the land to-day, RS by law required, and 
will be on duty every day until June 30th, 
when their labors will cease. The names 
of the enumerators for Decatur township 
are: For the first ward, Chas. W. Hartley, 
for the second ward, Wm. J. Usrey; for 
the third and fourth wards, John W. 
Paine, jr., for the fifth ward, Thomas M. 
Keas; outside of the city limits, Charles 
C. Radcliff. Their pay will be as follows, 
as stated by Supervisor Walker, of Wash- 
ington, D.'C.: Two centsjper name for 
each death reported, five cents; for each 
establishment returned on the special 
schedule of manufactures, 25 cents.— 
These rates are, of course, subject to the 
provision of law, that no enamerator 
shall receive in excess of $4 per day, 
which makes it impossible for any census 
taker to make more than $104 during the 
month, leaving out the Sundays. 


DUTIES OF ENUMEKATOBS. 


It is by law made the duty of each 


enumerator, after being duly qualified, to 


I visit personally each dwelling in his sub- 
division, and each family therein, and 
each individual living out of a family in 
any place of abode, and by inquiry made 
of the head of such family, or of the 
members thereof deemed most credible 
und worthy of trust, or of such individual 
living out of a family, to obtain each and 
every item of information and all the par- 
ticulars required by the act of March 3, 
1878 as amended by act of April 20,1860. 


It U further provided by law that in 


case no person shall be found at the 
usual place of abode of such family, or 
individual living out o£ a family, compe- 
tent to answer the inquiries made in 
compliance with the requirements of the 
act then it shall be lawful for the enume- 
rator to obtain the required information, 
as nearly as may be practicable, from the 
family or families, or person or persons, 
living nearest such place of abode. 


THB QUESTIONS. 


Following we give a list of the questions 


that will be propounded by the enume- 
rators: 


Name of street; house number; the 


name of each person m family; the color, 
sex and age of each person; the relation- 
ship of each person to the head of the 
family; what persons are single, married, 
widowed or divorced, and who, if any, 
were married during the census year; the 
occupation of both males and females;
